The  Agricultural  Outlook  for  1924. 

This  statement  of  the  agricultural  outlook  for  1924  is  based 
upon  current  information,  and  upon  reports  from  43,000  farm- 
ers, representing  every  agricultural  county  in  the  country, 
stating  their  intentions  regarding  the  planting  of  spring  crops, 
and  has  been  prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Econom- 
ics of  the  United  Stated  Department  of  Agriculture  to  provide 
a  basis  upon  which  producers  may  make  readjustments  to  meet 
economic  changes. 

The  general  agricultural  outlook  for  1924  indicates  that 
farmers  are  undertaking  a  normal  production  program.  It  is 
apparent,  however,  that  agricultural  production  this  year  will 
still  be  attended  by  the  difficulties  arising  from  high  wages 
and  other  costs,  loss  of  farm  workers,  and  the  general  disparity 
between  prices  of  farm  and  urban  products. 

Domestic  demand  for  agricultural  products  is  at  a  high 
level.  Urban  prosperity  is  reflected  in  a  heavy  current  con- 
sumption of  fibers  and  high-quality  foods,  and  this  may  be 
expected  to  continue  into  the  summer. 

Foreign  markets,  on  the  whole,  seem  likely  to  maintain  about 
the  present  level  of  demand  for  our  cotton,  pork,  wheat,  and 
tobacco. 

The  wheat  situation  shows  some  tendency  toward  improve- 
ment, with  the  market  continuing  somewhat  more  favorable 
for  producers  of  spring  than  winter  wheat.  Spring  wheat 
growers  report  intentions  to  reduce  their  acreage  14  per  cent 
below  last  spring's  plantings.  Should  abandonment  of  winter 
wheat  acreage  be  light,  as  at  present  indicated,  the  reduction 
in  acreage  harvested  may  not  be  proportional  to  the  reduction 
in  seedings  as  reported  last  fall. 

Notwithstanding  that  there  will  be  apparently  fewer  animals 
in  the  country  to  be  fed  next  winter,  corn  growers  report  in- 
tentions to  increase  the  acreage  3.2  per  cent  and,  in  the  Corn 
Belt  proper  to  increase  it  3.5  per  cent.  This  increase,  if  actu- 
ally carried  out  and  accompanied  by  yields  as  good  as  in 
recent  years,  would  result  in  a  large  supply  relative  to  the 
probable  demand  for  corn. 

The  swine  industry  is  going  through  a  period  of  liquidation 
and  discouragement.  Record  runs  of  hogs  to  market  still 
continue.  In  the  past,  such  periods  of  heavy  production  and 
low  prices  have  led  to  a  reduction  in  breeding  so  drastic  as  to 
result  later  on  in  shortage  and  in  reversal  of  the  eorn-hog 
balance.  Indications  are  that  hog  producers  have  now  passed 
the  peak  of  production  and  may  be  moving  into  one  of  the 
recurrent  periods  of  low  production. 

The  dairy  industry  has  expanded  to  the  point  where  gross 
domestic  production,  in  terms  of  whole  milk,  slightly  exceeds 
gross  domestic  consumption.  Although  18,000,000  pounds  net 
of  butter  and  64,000,000  pounds  of  cheese  were  imported  during 
1923,  stoeks  of  condensed  milk  and  other  products,  more  than 
equivalent  to  these  imports,  were  piled  up  within  the  country. 
Judging  from  the  numbers  of  cows  on  farms,  there  will  be  a 
further  increase  in  domestic  production  in  1924.  Foreign  sur- 
plus production  is  likewise  steadily  increasing.  This  compe- 
tition, coupled  with  the  already  heavy  production  in  this  country 
and  the  possibility  that  consumer  demand  may  not  be  indefi- 
nitely maintained  at  levels  predicated  upon  great  industrial 
prosperity,  suggest  the  necessity  for  conservatism  as  to  further 
expansion  in  dairy  production. 

Total  receipts  of  cattle  at  public  stock  yards  during  1924 
are  expected  to  about  equal  those  of  1923,  despite  the  probabil- 
ity of  somewhat  lighter  runs  of  strictly  range  stock.  In  view 
of  the  expected  decrease  in  pork  production  it  seems  probable 
that  beef  consumption  will  show  some  increase  and  that  dur- 
ing 1924  cattle  will  meet  a  somewhat  more  favorable  market 
than  during  1923. 

With  indications  of  a  reduced  number  of  lambs  on  feed 
and  lower  shipments  to  market,  the  prospects  favor  continua- 
tion of  a  strong  market  for  several  months  with  larger  market 
supplies  in  midsummer.  The  wool  situation  is  distinctly 
favorable  for  producers  and  there  is  apparently  opportunity 
at  present  for  profitable  increase  in  the  number  of  sheep. 

Poultry  production  has  expanded  rapidly  in  recent  years. 
The  record  number  of  chickens  now  on  farms  indicates  further 
expansion  in  1.924.  Consumption  has  also  increased  at  a  rate 
that  has  maintained  average  prices  to  producers.  Present 
comparatively  low  storage  stocks  place  dressed  poultry  in  a 
somewhat  stronger  position  than  eggs.  It  would  appear 
poultry  production  is  now  at  a  point  where  further  profit- 
able expansion  may  be  dependent  upon  continuation  of  the 
I  ■  high  level  of  demand. 

iobacco   growers    generally   indicate    an   intention    to 

bout   the    same    acreage    as    last    year.     The    demand 

lor  export  types  of  tobacco  has  encouraged  growers  to  plan 


expansions  of  areas  of  these  types,  while  the  unfavorable 
market  has  led  growers  of  dark  varieties  to  indicate  reduced 
plantings  for  1924.  Burley  stocks  are  still  high  and  intentions 
toward  increase  in  acreage  should  be  considered  in  the  light 
of  this  fact. 

The  intentions  report  indicates  a  tendency  to  reduce  the 
acreage  of  potatoes  somewhat  below  that  needed  with  average 
yields,  to  provide  for  average  annual  consumption.  This 
tendency  appears  rather  pronounced  in  the  central  late  potato 
area  of   Michigan,   Wisconsin,    Minnesota,   and  the  Dakotas. 

A  decided  increase  in  peanut  acreage  in  the  Southern  States 
is  planned  by  growers,  apparently  to  replace  cotton.  The 
stocks  on  hand  and  increased  imports  make  it  desirable  that 
growers  consider  carefully  the  effect  of  increased  acreage  at 
this  time. 

_  Sweet  potato  growers  plan  an  acreage,  which,  with  average 
yields,  would  mean  a  larger  crop  than  the  country  has  ever 
consumed  in  any  one  year.  The  proposed  expansion  is  largely 
in  the  boll  weevil  area  of  the  Cotton  Belt. 

Intentions  to  plant  feed  crops  (oats,  barley,  and  hay)  indi- 
cate increases  over  last  year.  These  increases  are  generally 
in  line,  by  regions,  with  increased  numbers  of  livestock  on 
farms. 

An  intention  to  increase  flax  by  54%  is  indicated.  Such 
increase  is  well  in  line  with  the  consumptive  capacity  of  this 
country,  which  at  present  consumes  twice  what  it  produces. 


Planting  Intentions  for  1924. 

This  statement  presents  farmers'  intentions  to  plant  in  1924, 
as  reported  to  the  department  between  February  15  and  March 
1,  together  with  a  review  of  the  general  agricultural  outlook. 
The  statement  of  intentions  to  plant  has  been  prepared  by  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  department,  based  upon  returns 
from  over  43,000  producers.  The  review  of  the  general  situation 
has  been  prepared  by  the  staff  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics. 

The  purpose  of  this  combined  report  is  to  furnish  informatiori 
which  will  enable  farmers  to  make  such  adjustments  in  their 
planting  plans  for  1924  as  may  seem  desirable  in  order  to  prevent 
the  over  or  under  planting  of  particular  crops. 

The  statement  of  farmers'  intentions  to  plant  is  not  a  fore- 
cast of  the  acreage  that  will  actually  be  planted.  It  is  simply 
an  indication  of  what  farmers  had  in  mind  to  plant  at  the  time 
they  made  their  reports,  compared  with  what  they  harvested 
last  year.  The  acreage  actually  planted  may  be  larger  or 
smaller  than  these  earlier  intentions  reports  indicate  due  to 
weather  conditions,  price  changes,  labor  supply,  and  the  effect 
of  the  report  itself  upon  producers'  action.  Therefore  the 
first  acreage  reports  issued  in  June  should  not  be  expected  to 
show  the  same  increases  or  decreases  as  the  intentions  reports. 

Because  of  pending  national  legislation  specifically  prohibit- 
ing reports  of  intentions  to  plant  cotton,  no  report  has  been 
compiled.

Spring  Movement  of  Cattle  From  the  Southwest. 

The  spring  movement  of  cattle  from  the  Southwest  will  be 
about  27%  less  than  last  year,  with  an  increased  percentage  of 
cows,  according  to  the  department's  field  report  for  March  10. 
Early  conditions  indicate  that  there  will  be  available  for  spring 
delivery  and  movement  from  points  in  Texas,  New  Mexico,  and 
Arizona  about  580,000  cattle,  compared  with  last  spring's 
movement  of  791,000  head. 

Texas.— During  the  spring  of  1923,  626,000  cattle  mr-ved 
from  Texas  points;  of  these,  325,000  were  steers,  181,000  cows 
and  bulls,  16,000  heifers,  and  104,000  calves.  Of  the  total 
number,  340,000  were  moved  out  of  the  State.  The  present  out- 
look indicates  a  movement  of  425,000  head  from  March  to 
June,  divided  as  follows:  214,000  steers,  132,000  cows,  and 
78,000  heifers  and  calves. 

Range  and  feed  conditions  in  Texas  are  much  better  than  a 
year  ago,  but  movements  are  a  little  uncertain  at  this  time  due 
to  heavy  shipments  last  fall,  general  financial  conditions, 
demand,  and  prices. 

The  spring  movement  of  fat  cattle  from  south  Texas  last 
year  was  157,000  head,  of  which  97,000  moved  to  markets  out- 
side the  State  and  60,000  to  Texas  stockyards.  Well-informed 
stockmen  place  the  1924  movement  at  120,000  head. 

New  Mexico. — In  New  Mexico  this  spring  there  are  available 
for  spring  delivery  only  about  60%  of  the  usual  number  of 
cattle.  However,  the  extent  of  marketing  will  depend  a  great 
deal  upon  the  extent  of  liquidation,  demand,  and  prices.  The 
movement  for  April,    May,   and   June,    1924,   is   estimated  at 


75,000  head,  compared  with  95,000  in  1923,  136,000  in  1922, 
140,000  in  1921,  and  123,000  for  the  five-year  average,  1919- 
1923. 

Arizona. — It  is  estimated  that  Arizona  will  have  available  for 
spring  delivery  80,000  head  of  cattle,  of  which  48,000  are  steers, 
24,000  cows,  3",000  heifers,  and  5,000  calves.  Last  spring  70,000 
head  moved,  of  which  52,000  were  steers,  10,000  cows,  500 
bulls,  2,000  heifers,  and  5,000  calves.  The  expected  increase 
consists  mainly  of  cows  and  heifers. 

Range  conditions  are  better  than  a  year  ago.  Lower  ranges 
are  green,  but  rain  is  needed  in  places  and  lack  of  rain  may 
reduce  the  spring  movement. 


Price  of  Grain  on  Farms,  February  15. 

The  department  reports  for  the  United  States  that  the  farm 
prices  of  corn  for  February  15  are  76.5  cents  per  bushel  this  year, 
72.5  cents  last  year,  50.3  cents  in  1922,  with  averages  of  118.7 
cents  for  1917-1921  and  65.4  cents  for  1913-1916. 

Wheat  prices  were  98  cents  this  year,  104.4  cents  last  year, 
107  cents  in  1922,  with  averages  of  190.8  cents  for  1917-1921 
and  98.7  cents  for  1912-1916. 

Oat  prices  on  the  farm  were  45.4  cents  this  year,  42.4  cents 
last  year,  34.7  cents  in  1922,  with  averages  of  65.4  Cents  for' 
1917-1921  and  43  cents  for  1912-1916. 

Barley  prices  were  58  cents  this  vear,  56.2  cents  last  year, 
47  cents  in  1922,  with  averages  of  103.5  cents  for  1917-1921  and 
63.8  cents  for  1912-1916. 
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Total  Production,  1923,  Increased. 

Estimates  of  the  value  of  all  farm  crops  and  of  all  farm 
livestock  products,  including  animals  raised,  made  by  the 
department,  make  a  crop  value  of  $9,953,000,000  for  1923  and 
a  value  of  $6,111,000,000  for  animal  products.  The  aggregate, 
omitting  crops  fed  to  livestock,  is  512,204,000,000.  See 
Table  1. 

Crops  are  $1,008,000,000,  or  nearly  13%,  above  1922,  and 
livestock  products  $452,000,000  above,  or  S%,  and  these 
two  groups  combined,  again  omitting  crops  fed  to  livestock, 
are  $960,000,000  above  1922.  The  crop  value  is  greater  than 
for  any  year  before  1917,  the  vear  when  this  country  entered 
the  World  War,  and  greater  than  for  1921  and  1922;  the  value 
of  livestock  products  is  greater  than  for  any  year  before  1918 
and  for  1921  and  1922.

On  account  of  the  changing  value  of  the  dollar  from  one 
year  to  another,  the  values  of  these  products  since  1913  have 
been  converted  into  index  numbers  of  dollars  of  the  price  level 
of  1913.  For  that  year  the  value  of  crops  is  represented  by 
100.  In  terms  of  the  1913  price  level,  the  index  number  of 
total  crop  value  for  the  same,  items  for  all  vears  grew  to  127.3 
in  1919,  rapidly  fell  to  74.5  in  1920  and  to  69.0  in  1921,  followed 
by  a  tendency  toward  recovery  indicated  by  the  index  number 
88.2  in  1922  and  95.9  in  1923.  This  series  of  numbers  is  based 
on  the  same  items  of  production  from  1913  to  1923. 

Otherwise  expressed,  crop  value  in  1923  in  terms  of  the  1913 
price  level  was  4.1%  below  such  value  in  1913,  although  the 
mass  of  crop  production  in  1923  was  5%  above  1913. 

The  value  of  animal  products  on  this  1913  price  level  has  been 
erratic  since  1913.  Its  index  number  rose  to  its  highest  at  118.0 
in  1918,  when  the  crop  value  index  number  was  125.7  and  still 
climbing,  and  fell  to  72.2  in  1920,  followed  b}'  an  upward  trend 
that  reached  83.0  in  1923.  Otherwise  expressed,  the  value  of 
animal  products  in  1923  in  terms  of  the  price  level  of  1913  was 
17.0  %  below  such  value  in  1913.     (See  Table  3.)

To  eliminate  duplication  of  crop  value  in  the  value  of  animal 
products,  an  estimate  of  the  value  of  crops  fed  to  livestock  has 
been  made  and  the  total  crop  value  less  the  value  of  crops  fed  to 
livestock  has  been  combined  with  the  value  of  animal  products 
to  make  a  total  that  is  approximately  free  from  duplication  of 
value.  This  total  does  not  include  items  added  to  the  census 
items  of  1919,  for  1919-1923.  Starting  at  100  in  1913,  this 
total  became  106.9  in  1917  on  the  1913  price  level,  aud  reached 
its  highest  at  126.4  in  1918,  from  which  it  declined  to  76.8  in 
1920,  followed  by  continued  ascent  to  93.5  in  1923.  That  is 
to  say,  the  value  of  the  crops  not  fed  to  livestock  and  the  value 
of  the  animal  products,  with  the  same  items  of  estimate  from 
1913  to  1923,  had  a  combined  value  in  1923  on  the  1913  price 
level  that  was  6.5%  below  the  combined  value  of  these  two 
groups  of  products  in  1913,  although  the  mass  of  crop  produc- 
tion in  1923  was  5%  above  1913. 

The  net  return  to  the  farmer  from  crops  and  livestock  produced 
in  1923  will  undoubtedly  be  considerably  less  than  in  1913  due 
to  higher  labor  costs,  greatly  increased  taxes,  and  cost  of  equip- 
ment and  materials,  as  well  as  higher  transportation  costs. 

ANIMAL    PRODUCT    VALUE    OVEH    ONE-HALF    CROP    VALUE. 

It  appears  as  a  general  fact  throughout  a  long  series  of  years 
that  the  value  of  animal  products  is  a  little  more  than  one- 
half  of  the  crop  value.  This  relationship  was  disturbed  during 
the  war  and  during  the  subsequent  "deflation"  period.  For 
1919  to  1923,  the  department  has  added  to  the  census  list 
items  that  can  be  valued  and  in  comparing  these  years  with 
preceding  years  these  added  items  should  be  omitted.  During 
1923,  not  including  these  added  items,  the  value  of  animal 
products  was  52%  of  the  crop  value,  nearly  up  to  its  pre-war 
ratio.     (See  Table  1.) 

The  items  added  to  the  census  list  had  a  value  of  $127,000,000 
for  crops  in  1923  and  of  $150,000,000  in  1922;  a  value  of  $960,- 
000,000  for  animal  products  in  1923  and  of  $773,000,000  in 
1922.     (See  Table  3.) 

Corn  was  22.3%  of  the  total  value  of  all  crops  in  1923,  and 
as  usual  was  the  leading  crop  in  value.  But  the  cotton  crop, 
including   seed,    had   the   high   fraction    of    17  8%. 

Among  the  great  groups  of  crops,  the  cereals  were  far  above 
the  other  groups  with  38.1%.  The  vegetable  group,  including 
potatoes,  sweet  potatoes,  and  farm  gardens,  was  10.9%  of  all 
crops  in  value,  and  fruits  and  fruit  products  on  the  farm  6.8%. 

Of  the  total  value  of  animal  products,  the  dairy  group  was 
as  high  as  42.0%  in  1923,  and  the  animals  raised  39.2%.  Foul- 
try  products,  although  much  lower  than  the  other  two  great 
groups,  were  17.2%  of  the  value  of  ail  animal  products.  The 
value  of  the  swine  raised,  18.7%,  exceeded  the  15.1%  for  cattle. 
Sheep  amounted  to  2.4%;  horses  to  2.3%  of  the  total.  (See 
Table  4.)

VALUE    OF    FARM    PRODUCTION    IN    THE    STATES. 

The  only  State  with  a  crop  value  exceeding  a  billion  dollars 
in  1923  was  Texas,  whose  crops  had  an  estimated  value  of 
$1,119,000,000.  The  cotton  crop  alone  had  a  value  of  Dearly 
$750,000,000,  or  50%  more  than  the  total  crop  value  of  the 
next  higher  State,  Iowa,  which  was  $500,100,000.     (See  Table  5.) 

In  value  of  livestock  products,  following  the  West  North 
Central  States  with  their  30.2%  of  the  United  States  total,  were 


the  East  North  Central  States  with  24.4%  and  the  other  geo- 
graphic divisions  with  a  distribution  of  value  ranging  from  9.4% 
to  5.0%,  except  that  New  England  had  3.1%  and  was  the  low- 
est.    (See  Table  6.)

Heavy  Damage  to  Sugar  Cane  by  Borer. 

The  sugar-cane  moth  borer  damaged  the  sugar-cane  crop  of 
the  Louisiana  sugar-cane  belt  in  1923  to  the  extent  of  23%  of 
a  full  crop.  Two  bureaus  of  the  department  were  engaged  in 
estimating  the  damage  independently  of  each  other,  and  they 
substantially  agree.  This  was  an  unusually  severe  damage. 
In  1922,  the  borer's  damage  was  17%;  in  the  usual  year  it  is 
about  19%. 

The  damage  to  sugar  cane  by  the  borer  has  been  found  to 
fluctuate  from  year  to  year,  due  probably  to  weather  and  other 
conditions.  The  damage  is  fully7  realized  by  planters  only 
when  the  cane  is  cut  and  the  sugar  is  made.  It  is  noteworthy 
that  the  general  feeling  of  the  planters  was  that  the  damage 
was  heavy  in  1923  and  this  is  borne  out  by  the  independent 
investigations  of  the  two  bureaus. 

The  sugar-cane  moth  borer  damages  sugar  cane  in  the  field 
by  destroying  a  considerable  percentage  of  the  eyes,  thus  re- 
ducing the  stand  of  the  plant,  by  stunting  the  growth  of  the 
cane,  by  admitting  fungous  diseases  through  wounds  in  the 
stem,  and,  by  weakening  of  the  stalk,  is  the  main  cause  of  in- 
jury by  wind,  so  that  it  is  more  easily  blown  down.  Another 
very  important  injury  is  the  reduction  of  both  the  quantity 
and  the  quality  of  juice  in  the  sugar  cane.  Moreover,  sugar 
cane  is  not  the  sole  object  of  the  borer's  attack,  but  growing 
sorghum  cane  and  corn  stalks  are  included  in  the  sugar-cane 
area  that  is  infested  by  the  borer. 

The  exact  date  of  the  introduction  of  the  sugar-cane  moth 
borer  into  the  United  States  is  unknown.  Probably  it  was  im- 
ported in  shipments  of  cane  from  South  America  about  1857. 
,\1  present  the  distribution  is  limited  to  the  Gulf  States  and 
lower  Mississippi  Valley.

Farm  Value  and  Prices  of  Dairy  Products,  1922  and  1923. 

Dairy  products  in  1923  gained  $481,000,000  in  value  over 
1922,  according  to  estimates  made  by  the  department.  The 
items  of  these  products  add  to  $2,566,000,000  for  1923  and  to 
$2,0X5,000,000  for  1922.  These  values  are  based  primarily  on 
milk  production  estimated  from  returns  of  milk  distributors 
and  of  establishments  that  make  ultimate  dairy  products,  and 
these  arc  not  identical  for  the  two  years. 

Subject  to  more  or  less  complete  returns  in  1923  than  in 
1922,  the  apparent  dairy  products  gained  23%  in  value.  This 
gain  was  due  partly  to  increase  of  production,  but  mostly  to 
higher  prices  received  by  farmers.  Milk  and  cream  gained  17% 
in  price  ami  butter  and  butterfat  14%.  Skim  milk  gained  36% 
as  a  feeding  value  equivalent. 

The  accompanying  table  presents  details  of  the  value  of 
dairy  products  for  1922  and  1923.  No  estimates  are  made  for 
individual  Stales.

The  houses  reporting  show  206,510  bushels  of  U.  S.  No.  1 
grade  stock  out  of  a  total  marketable  stock  of  310,588  bushels. 
Some  houses  failed  to  state  whether  any  or  all  of  their  stock 
was  U.  S.  No.  1  grade.  These  incomplete  reports  tend  to 
offset  one  another,  but  some  allowance  has  been  made  for  a  very 
few  houses  known  to  have  some  unreported  No.  1  grade  stock. 

Because  of  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  houses  reporting, 
the  light  crop  of  1923,  and  the  fact  that  more  than  44%  of 
the  houses  reporting  had  no  potatoes  in  stock  on  February  15 
this  year,  it  is  believed  that  a  considerable  number  of  houses 
which  placed  sweet  potatoes  in  storage,  but  were  already 
empty,  failed  to  report. 

It  is  probable  also  that  a  number  of  houses  storing  potatoes 
last  year  stored  none  this  year  and  did  not  report.  This  would 
indicate  that  the  relative  holdings  this  year  compared  with 
last  year  are  really  smaller  than  shown  by  the  reports  received.

Vegetable  crops  for  which  the  department  estimates  value 
had  a  total  combined  value  of  $1,089,000,000  in  1923  and  this 
was  $195,000,000  greater  than  the  value  of  the  same  kinds  of 
vegetables  in  1922.  This  increased  value  is  mainly  due  to 
higher  prices  received  by  growers. 

Potatoes  and  sweet  potatoes  and  the  principal  truck  crops,  ex- 
cept celery  and  lettuce,  had  higher  prices..  Hence,  in  most  in- 
stances of  vegetables,  even  when  the  production  of  1923  was  lower 
than  that  of  1922,  higher  prices  have  either  largely  or  solely  made 
a  more  valuable  crop.  This  effect  in  case  of  lower  production  is 
not  invariable,  but  it  happens  often  enough  to  attract  attention. 

At  the  price  of  December  1,  the  potato  crop  of  1923  had  a 
value  of  $339,000,000,  a  value  that  was  not  equaled  by  a  potato 
crop  in  any  year  before  1916. 


Excepting  potatoes  and  sweet  potatoes,  the  most  valuable 
vegetable  crop  in  1923  was  tomatoes.  The  production  of  mar- 
ket gardens  is  not  included  in  the  department's  estimates. 

The  truck  vegetables  raised  for  sale,  omitting  early  potatoes 
and  market  gardens,  had  a  value  of  $246,000,000  in  1923  and 
of  $210,000,000  in  1922.  The  vegetables  that  go  to  make  these 
totals  produced  for  canning  purposes,  pickles,  and  kraut,  were 
valued  at  $46,000,000  in  1923  and  at  $38,000,000  in  1922. 
For  table  consumption,  the  commercial  production  of  vegetables 
included  in  these  estimates  had  a  value  of  $200,000,000  in  1923 
and  of  $172,000,000  in  1922. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  farm  gardens  produced  a  value  in 
1923  and  in  1922,  of  about  $82  and  $67,  respectively,  per  farm 
reporting  a  garden  to  the  census  for  1919.

India  to  Fumigate  American  Cotton. 

The  Government  of  India  has  provisionally  accepted  the 
proposal  of  the  India  Central  Cotton  Committee  to  put  into 
force  the  "Pests  Act,"  which  requires  that  all  imported  Ameri- 
can cotton  must  be  thoroughly  fumigated  with  hydrocyanic 
gas  on  arrival  in  India  and  that  Bombay  is  to  be  the  only  land- 
ing port,  says  Consul  W.  Keblinger  at  Bombay.  The  purpose 
of  the  act  is  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  the  boll  weevil  into 
India.  The  total  prohibition  of  the  importation  of  American 
cotton  was  considered  at  the  annual  conference  of  the  India 
Central  Cotton  Committee,  but  was  not  advocated  as  several 
of  the  large  Indian  mills  can  not  operate  without  American 
cotton.     Notice  will  be  given  when  the  regulation  is  effective. 


March,  1924. 
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Cold  Storage  Report,  March  1,  1924. 

Apple  holdings  March  1  were  the  equivalent  of  5,966,000 
barrels.  Last  month  there  were  7,843,000  barrels  on  hand  and 
last  year  March  1,  3,877,000.  The  present  holdings  are  by 
far  the  heaviest  for  the  date  on  record. 

The  outmovement  of  creamery  butter  for  the  month  was 
5,409,000  pounds,  or  35:5  per  cent  of  the  February  1  holdings. 
Stocks  on  hand  were  9,837,000  pounds,  compared  with  8,910,000 
pounds  a  year  ago  and  21,071,000  pounds  five-year  average. 

Stocks  of  American  cheese  were  still  high,  the  holdings  being 
35,223,000  pounds,  compared  with  20,693,000  pounds  March  1, 
1923,  and  five-year  average  for  that  date  of  19,410,000  pounds. 
The  outmovement  was  5,283,000  pounds. 

An  adjustment  in  Swiss  cheese  causes  a  variation  in  the 
revised  figures  on  this  commodity  for  February  1.     The  original 


figure  was  7,000,000  pounds,  which  is  changed  to  7,S79,000 
pounds. 

Total  holdings  of  cheese  were  50,462,000  pounds,  compared 
with  29,516,000  pounds  the  same  date  last  year  and  29,543,000 
pounds  five-year  average. 

Case  eggs  reached  the  low  point  with  44,000  cases,  slightly 
heavier  holdings  than  last  year,  when  13,000  cases  were  the 
March  1  stock. 

Total  holdings  of  poultry  were  93,528,000  pounds,  a  reduc- 
tion in  stocks  from  February  1  of  5,958,000  pounds.  Of  this 
commodity  turkeys  was  the  only  item  showing  an  increase  for 
the  month,  there  being  16,079,000  pounds  on  hand,  compared 
with  14,507,000  pounds  February  1. 

Total  holdings  of  pork  increased  during  the  month  by 
77,341,000  pounds.

Livestock  and  Meat  Situation. 

The  inspected  slaughter  of  cattle  during  January  of  this  year 
showed  a  gain  of  67,350  head  as  compared  with  the  correspond- 
ing month  of  1923  and  120,416  compared  with  the  3-year  aver- 
age for  the  month.  Calf  slaughter  also  showed  an  increase, 
amounting  to  21,477  and  65,555  head,  respectively.  While  the 
average  live  weight  of  cattle  showed  a  decrease  as  compared  with 
January,  1923,  and  the  3-year  average,  amounting  to  13.72 
pounds  and  29.25  pounds,  respectively,  the  average  weight  of 
calves  continued  to  show  a  gain,  amounting  to  8.38  pounds  as 
compared  with  the  January  average  for  the  preceding  year  and 
9.40  pounds  as  compared  with  the  3-year  average  for  the  month. 
A  similar  condition  is  shown  in  the  dressed  weights,  cattle  aver- 
aging less  and  calves  more  than  during  January,  1923,  and 
the  3-year  monthly  average.  On  the  other  hand,  total  dressed 
weight  of  cattle  was  23,029,605  pounds  greater  than  in  January, 
1923,  and  47,305,62S  pounds  larger  than  the  3-year  average  for 
the  month. 

Exports  of  beef  and  beef  products  were  smaller  than  a  year 
earlier,  with  the  exception  of  canned  beef  and  tallow,  which  were 
larger,  and  the  same  is  true  of  the  January  average  for  3-years. 
Imports  of  fresh  beef  and  veal  were  396,516  pounds  more  than 
for  January,  1923,  but  were  871,192  pounds  less  than  the  3-year 
average  for  the  month. 

Prices  of  veal  calves  and  good  steers  at  Chicago  averaged 
higher  for  the  month  than  for  the  other  monthly  periods  with 
which  comparison  is  made.  Beef  and  veal  carcasses  at  eastern 
markets  were  also  higher  in  both  instances,  except  for  the  3-year 
average  price  of  veal. 

While  the  inspected  slaughter  of  sheep  and  lambs  during 
January,  1924,  was  greater  by  61,884  head  than  in  January,  1923, 
the  average  live  weight  was  3.69  pounds  and  the  average 
dressed  weight  2.40  pounds  less,  which  resulted  in  the  slight 
decrease  of  19,484  pounds.  Exports  and  imports  were  relatively 
light  as  compared  with  other  classes  of  meats,  but  were  lower  in 
both  instances  than  for  the  corresponding  month  of  1923  and  the 
3-year  average  for  the  month.  Prices  of  lambs  at  Chicago  were 
$1.11  lower  and  sheep  23<f  per  100  lbs.  lower  than  in  January, 
1923,  but  were  higher  than  the  3-year  monthly  average. 

At  eastern  markets  lamb  carcasses  averaged  82.28  lower, 
while  mutton  was  790  higher  per  100  lbs.  than  the  average  for 
the  same  month  last  year. 

Inspected  slaughter  of  hogs  continued  well  above  the  num- 
bers for  the  corresponding  month  of  a  year  earlier,  and  the 
3-year  average.  Compared  with  January,  1923,  this  year's 
figures  show  a  gain  of  777,213  head,  and  compared  with  the 
3-year  average  tor  the  month,  an  increase  of  1,422,562  head. 
While  the  average  live  weight  for  January,  1924,  was  10. 17  pounds 
less  and  the  average  dressed  weight  10.87  less,  the  total  dressed 
weight  was  74,148,286  pounds  more,  and  lard  produced  per  100 
lbs.  live  weight  was  0.8  of  a  pound  more,  as  compared  with 
January,  1923. 

Exports  of  cured  pork  and  lard  continued  heavy,  the  former 
showing  a  gain  of  3,582,268  pounds  and  the  latter  a  gain  of 
24,996,845  pounds  over  the  heavy  exports  of  the  corresponding 
month  a  year  earlier.

Canned  Milk  Market  Outlook  Uncertain. 

Condensed  and  evaporated  milk  markets  were  without  par- 
ticular feature  during  February,  aside  from  the  sluggish  demand 
which  seemed  to  prevail  throughout  the  month.  Even  relief 
buying  which  gave  some  stimulus  to  trading  in  December  and 
January  slackened  up  during  the  month,  and  failed  to  lend 
material  support  to  the  market.  It  is  true  that  manufacturers' 
stocks  were  reduced  during  the  month,  but  this  can  probably 
be  attributed  mostly  to  the  fact  that  the  make  has  been  running 
light  not  only  due  to  seasonal  influences,  but  also  because  it  has 
been  further  held  down  by  voluntary  curtailment  of  production 
where  manufacturers  were  in  a  position  to  follow  such  a  course. 
Butter  has  continued  to  offer  favorable  outlets  for  surplus  milk, 
although  toward  the  close  of  the  month  butter  markets  became 
shaky  and  slight  price  declines  occurred.  Sweet  cream  has  also 
offered  an  outlet  for  condensery  milk,  and  it  is  reported  that 
some  cheese  has  appeared  on  the  markets  from  condenseries. 
Cheese  markets,  however,  have  not  been  particularly  promising 
since  the  first  of  the  year,  and  have  more  than  lost  the  price  gains 
which  were  registered  early  in  January.  The  uncertainly  of 
both  butter,  and  cheese  markets  has  not  made  condensed  milk 
manufacturers  particularly  keen  about  converting  milk  into 
these  products. 

Total  stocks  reported  in  manufacturers'  hands  on  February  1 
were  approximately  155,000,000  lbs.  of  condensed  and  evap- 
orated combined.  This  is  a  reduction  of  19^  under  the  Jan- 
uarv  1  stocks,  but  is  almost  double  what  the  stocks  were  on 
February  1,  1923.  Of  this  155,000,000  lbs.  on  hand  February 
1,  this  year,  67%  were  reported  as  unsold. 

Considerable  quantities  of  evaporated  milk  were  exported 
during  January— 25,500,000  lbs.  out  of  a  total  of  33,600,000  lbs. 
of  condensed  and  evaporated  combined.  Exports  to  Germany 
alone  were  close  to  half  of  this  amount,  most  of  this  probably 
representing  relief  shipments.

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Potato  Holdings  Light  in  Colorado. 

March  8  estimates  of  Colorado  potato  shippers  indicated 
about  2,000  cars  yet  to  be  moved  from  that  State,  according 
to  a  report  from  the  Denver  representative  of  the  Federal- 
State  market  news  service.  Of  these  remaining  supplies,  1,000 
cars  probably  will  come  from  the  Greeley  district,  400  from  the 
Western  Slope,  and  600  from  the  San  Luis  Valley.  During  the 
closing  four  months  of  last  season,  about  3,800  carloads  of 
Colorado  potatoes  were  forwarded. 

Due  to  heavy  shipments  from  all  late-crop  States,  the  ship- 
ping-point markets  in  Colorado  held  barely  steady  the  last 
week  of  February  and  the  early  part  of  March.  Growers  were 
optimistic  as  to  prices  and  were  not  inclined  to  sell  freely.  A 
snow  storm  on  March  7  and  8  also  hindered  loading,  so  that 
both  shippers  and  growers  anticipated  an  improved  demand  at 
higher  prices. 

Shipping-point  conditions  indicated  a  firmer  feeling.  In  the 
San  Luis  Valley  on  March  8,  Brown  Beautys  in  wagonload  lots 
were  sold  by  growers  at  804— S54-  per  100  pounds,  Red  Mc- 
Clures  bringing  90C-— 95<t.  Sales  on  the  basis  of  carloads  f.o.b. 
usual  terms  were  quoted  at  $1.05-$1.10  and  at  $1.10,  respective- 
ly, for  these  varieties.  Stock  Avas  hard  to  buy  in  the  Greeley 
district,  with  the  the  price  to  growers  75<;— 80<f  for  white  varieties 
in  wagonloads.  Shippers  were  selling  these  at  95$  for  carloads 
f.o.b.  usual  terms.  This  is  about  twice  the  price  paid  a  year  ago. 
On  the  Western  Slope,  good  potatoes  were  scarce.  Large  Russet 
Burbanks  were  bringing  the  grower  $1  per  100  pounds  and  sell- 
ing f.o.b.  usual  terms  at  $1.15,  medium-size  stock  being  10<t- 
15i:  lower.  Red  McClures  were  80e  to  the  grower  and  $1  f.o.b. 
usual   terms. 


Inspection  Work  Increasing. 

Fruit  and  vegetable  inspections  made  by  Federal  inspectors 
in  31  terminal  markets  during  February  reached  a  total  of 
2,795,  exceeding  the  number  made  in  January  and  the  4-year 
average  for  February.  Volume  of  business  surpassed  all 
previous  records  for  February.  The  work  on  fruit  showed  a 
considerable  increase.  In  New  York  City,  898  inspections 
were  made,  including  many  apples  for  export  trade.  This 
total  breaks  all  records  of  work  in  any  market  for  one  month. 
The  next  few  cities  in  order  of  importance  were  Chicago,  with 
2S2  inspections;  St.  Louis,  with  223;  Boston,  with  119,  and 
New  Orleans  and  Pittsburgh  each  about  100  inspections.

For  the  United  States  Shipping  Board,  35,751  pounds  of 
fruits  and  vegetables  were  inspected  at  New  York  and  42,070 
at  Norfolk.  Rejections  comprised  3,220  pounds  of  these 
amounts.  The  San  Pedro  office  inspected  2,936  pounds  of 
bread,  500  pounds  of  butter  and  91  £  pounds  of  cheese.  At 
Vallejo,  Calif.,  24,840  pounds  of  bread  were  accepted  for  the 
Navy. 


Sudan  Grass  Seed  Shipments. 

Shipments  of  Sudan  grass  in  northwestern  Kansas  were  indi- 
cated to  be  several  times  larger  than  1922-crop  shipments.  Less 
than  50%  had  left  growers'  hands  by  Jan.  19.  Growers  received 
mostly  $5-$6  per  100  lbs.  compared  with  $9  last  year. 

In  northeastern  and  southwestern  Kansas  shipments  were 
indicated  to  be  much  larger  than  for  the  preceding  crop  but 
only  about  one-third  of  the  crop  had  left  growers'  hands  and 
stocks  held  by  shippers  were  smaller  than  last  year.  Growers 
in  northeastern  Kansas  were  paid  $4.50-$5  and  in  southwestern 
$4-$5  compared  with  $8.60  and  $8.10  per  100  lbs.,  respectivelv, 
for  the  1922  crop. 

Thirteen  shippers  in  the  Texas  Panhandle  indicated  251,000 
lbs.  shipped  up  to  Jan.  19  and  expected  that  1,160,000  lbs.  more 
would  be  shipped  compared  with  1922-crop  shipments  of 
2,190,000  lbs.  Prices  paid  to  growers  ranged  from  $5-$10 
and  averaged  $6.75  compared  with  $9  a  year  ago. 

Shipments  in  eastern  New  Mexico  were  indicated  to  be 
considerably  larger  than  1922-crop  shipments  but  very  little 
seed  had  been  shipped  up  to  Jan.  19.  About  $7  was  paid  to 
growers. 

Acreage  of  Sudan  grass  seed  contracted  by  Missouri  Valley 
jobbers  in  northeastern  Colorado  was  considerably  larger  than 
last  year  and  shipments  therefore  were  expected  to  exceed 
greatly  1922-crop  shipments.

29,  1924,  according  to  figures  compiled  from  reports  of  the 
Department  of  Commerce,  was  4,520,464  bales,  compared 
with  5,340,023  bales  on  the  same  date  in  1923,  7,435,740  bales 
in  1922,  and  10,754,260  bales  in  1921.  The  small  quantity 
left  on  February  29  must  supply  the  domestic  mills  and  meet 
the  export  demand  not  only  for  the  remaining  five  months  of 
this  season,  but  also  for  the  first  few  weeks  of  the  new  season.

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Review  of  World  Agriculture. 

Feb.  15-Mar.  15,  1924. 

Since  final  estimates  of  the  crops  of  1923  and  the  southern 
hemisphere  crops  of  1923-24  have  already  been  published,  the 
only  important  developments  of  the  month  have  been  in  con- 
nection with  world  trade  in  agricultural  products. 

It  has  become  evident  that  world  trade  in  wheat  and  flour 
during  the  crop  movement  season,  1923-24,  are  likely  to  equal 
if  not  exceed  the  maximum  estimates  made  early  in  the  season. 
Preliminary  reports  from  the  principal  exporting  countries  in- 
dicate that  total  wheat  exports  for  the  first  eight  months  of 
the  1923-24  season  are  larger  than  in  the  corresponding  months 
of  last  season.  Of  the  wheat  surplus  countries,  the  United 
States  alone  is  definitely  behind  the  export  figures  of  1922-23. 
Of  the  chief  importing  countries  only  Italy  and  Germany  have 
taken  less  than  in  the  same  months  of  1922-23.  Large  imports 
into  Italy  were  made  unnecessary  by  the  increase  in  the  do- 
mestic wheat  crop  over  the  previous  year,  while  Germany 
seems:  to  have  substituted  Russian  rye  to  a  large  extent  for 
the  wheat  imported  in  1922-23.  Preliminary  reports  indicate 
that  in  Europe  outside  of  Russia,  France,  and  Germany,  winter 
wheat  acreage  is  about  1  per  cent  less  than  last  year.  In 
Russia  the  winter  cereal  acreage,  including  both  wheat  and  rye, 
is  reported  to  be  slightly  increased.  Unofficial  reports  indi- 
cate that  the  French  acreage  is  somewhat  reduced.  Wheat 
acreage,  in  British  India  is  now  placed  at  30,840,000  as  com- 
pared with  30,032,000  on  the  same  date  last  year. 

Imports  of  cotton  into  British  and  continental  ports  have 
been  increased  considerably  in  the  past  two'  or  three  months 
over  the  corresponding  imports  of  last  year.  The  outlook  for 
the  year  is  for  increased  consumption  by  British  mills,  although 
there  is  some  doubt  of  the  ability  of  the  continental  mills  to 
maintain  the  activity  of  the  past  few  months. 

Exports  of  pork  products  from  the  United  States  declined 
sharply  in  February  from  the  high  figures  of  January.  In  the 
case  of  lard,  this  decline  is  due  in  part  to  increased  slaughter  of 
hogs. in  Germany.  With  the  stabilizatun  of  the  currency  and 
the  imposition-  of  increased  taxes  German  farmers  have  been 
marketing  hogs  much  more  rapidly  than  last  year,  and  since 
the  number  of  hogs  in  Germany  is  reported  to  be  2,750,000 
greater  than  last  year  there  is  a  possibility  of  the  continuance 
of  a  greater  domestic  supply  of  pork  products. 

In  recent  months  dairy  products  have  held  an  unusually  im- 
portant position  in  the  foreign  trade  of  the  United  States. 
Cheese  and  butter  are  being  imported  in  increasing  quantities, 
the  cheese  coming  chiefly  from  Italy  and  Switzerland  and  the 
butter  from  Denmark,  New  Zealand,  and  Argentina.  In  the 
seven  months  ending  January  31,  the  value  of  the  exports  of 
condensed  and  evaporated  milk  was  exceeded  only  by  the 
values  of  the  exports  of  cotton,  wheat,  pork  products,,  and 
tobacco.  The  most  important  markets  for  American  milk 
were  Germany,  United  Kingdom,  and  Cuba,  with  important 
shipments  to  the  Philippine  Islands  and  Japan. 

Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States  since  July  1,  1923, 
have  been  very  light,  amounting  to  only  9,000,000  bushels  as 
compared  with  66,000,000  in  the  same- period  of  1922-23.  Ex- 
ports from  Argentina  during  the  same  period  have  amounted 
to  70,000,000  bushels,  as-  compared  with  73*000,000  bushels  in 
the  corresponding  months  of  1922—23. 

P^ye  exports  from  the  United  States  to  date  are  only  one- 
fourth  as  large  as  in  the  same  months  of  last  year.  The  most 
important  development  in  the  rye  trade  of  the  world  has  been 
the  reappearance  of  Russia  as  an  exporter  of  rye.  The  rye 
exports  in  the  first  half  of  the  crop  vear  from  Russia  are  va- 
riously estimated  at  from  20,000,000 'to  30,000,000  bushels,,  as 
compared  to  an  annual  average  for  1909-1913  of  29,000,000 
bushels.  Recent  advices,  however,  indicate  that  the  Russian 
grain  movement  for  the  season  is  practically  over.  Poland  is 
also  beginning  to  export  rye,  and  the  official  program  for  the 
present  season  calls  for  exports  of  400,000  tons  of  grain,  which 
will  be  chiefly  rye. 

It  is  thought  very  doubtful  if  so  much  grain  can  be  exported, 
but  the  program  is  significant  as  marking  the  entrance  of  a 
new  factor  into  the  world  grain  market. 


Yucatan  Henequen  Exports. 

-  Total  exports  of  henequen  from  Yucatan  during  1923 
amounted  to  613,000  bales,  according  to  the  American  trade 
commissioner  at  Mexico  City.  Of  that,  amount,  595,000  bales 
were  shipped  by  the  Comision  Exportadora,  of  Yucatan,  and 
18,000  bales  by  the  Comision  Reguladora  del  Henequen,  in 
Campeche.  The  United  States  figured  as  the  market  for 
521,000  bales  of  the  total  exports.

The  individual  charts  form- 
ing the  border  display  prices  which  are  considered  to  be  fairly  typical  of  the  market  price  movements  of  the  major  agricultural 
products.  The  upper  chart  in  the  center  shows  the  movement  of  retail  food  prices  as  compared  with  the  wholesale  prices  of  all 
commodities.  The  index  of  wholesale  prices  of  all  commodities  is  that  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  The  lower  center 
chart  shows  the  production  of  pig  iron,  which  has  long  been  used  as  a  fairly  reliable  indicator  of  the  movement  of  general  business 
conditions. 
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
